Corsicana's Police Reserves, a 


volunteer group working as 
"backup support" to the regular 
police department and under the 
overall direction of the police 
chief, is undergoing revampment 
as its members .work toward 
state accreditation in law en- 
forcement. 


Police Chief Don Massey and 


Marshall Weems, one of the 
founding members of the band of 
men interested in helping their 
community, revealed Thursday 
some of the plans shaping up for 
the auxiliary reserves, who, once 


have received state 
they 
creditation 
with 70 


ac- 


hours of 


prescribed 
schooling 
and 


training, will have the same 
powers and authority, acting 
under the police chief's orders, as 
any paid regular officer for the 
city has. 


Regular professional law en- 


forcement officers, under new 
Texas laws that went into effect 
in 1971, must be certified by 
receiving either in the classroom, 
or by practical experience, 160 
hours of training proficiency to 
become accredited by the Texas 
Commission 
for 
Law 
En- 


forcement 
Standards 
and 


Education. Reserves must have 
70 hours of schooling to obtain 
their accreditation certification. 


"I expect that all our reserves 


will have in their 70 hours and be 
certified by April 1," Chief 
Massey said, adding "and by 
then we expect to have worked 
out a schedule for specific work 
assignments for the reserves in 
cooperation with the members 
and the leaders." 


Under the revampment, ef- 


fective this month, the Reserves 
will function with its top officers, 


a captain, lieutenant and squad 
sergeants, whb are appointed by 
the Police Board of Review. 
Heretofore, members of the 
reserves have elected from their 
number a chief, assistant chief 
and squad sergeants. 


Hereafter, Chief Massey will be 


aided by the Police Review Board 
in designating the ranking of- 
ficers for the auxiliary group 
from their experience and know- 
how, and in screening members 
of the reserves who first must 
undergo screening by the reserve 
organization's leaders and be 
passed on by the group before 
they are recommended for ap- 
proval to the police department. 


The review board was set up 


last year by Chief Massey to 
screen applicants 
for em- 


ployment and act on grievance 
matters within the department. It 
is comprised of Chief Massey, 
Asst. Chief D. B. Hightower, 
Captains Fred Gray (criminal 
division) and David Garrett 
(traffic division) and sergeants 
of the three duty shifts—Sgt. J. G. 
Crawford, Sgt. Melvin Byrd and 
Sgt. Eddie Foreman. 


The review board, after con- 


ferences

Reserves organization over the 
past

has 


designated Otis Dunagan as 
captain and Marshall Weems as 
lieutenant. Both are former 
"chiefs" and long time volun- 
teers.

a specific duty assignment, 
putting in four hours one week, 
and two weeks later, putting in 
another four hours, either riding 
in a patrol car, or functioning as a 
relief police dispatcher," Chief 
Massey said. 


Chief Massey said he plans to 


make the specific assignments 
fall between the hours of 6 and 11 
p.m.

assistance most. A Reserve .can 
still put in as many hours of free 
time serving better law en- 
forcement in Corsicana as he 
individually wants to, but the 
eight hours is the minimum 
required for holding membership 
in the organization. 


Right now, Reserves ride with 


a regular police officer in squad 
cars, but as soon as all have been 
certified and Corsicana gets the 
rest of its new police cars, Chief 
Massey will designate one car for 
the exclusive use of a two-man 
Reserve squad when they are on 
s c h e d u l e d 
a s s i g n m e n t . 


Hopefully, this can be put into 
effect by April 1. 


"They (Reserves) will report 


to the regular police sergeant for 
any specific assignment he may 
give them, whether it is an- 
swering complaint calls, in- 
vestigating 
accidents, 
or 


whatever nature the same way 
the shift sergeant would assign 


said police officers," Chief 
Massey said. 


At present there are 23 men on 


the Reserves roster. Just like 
regular officers, they have to be 
21 to ride in a patrol car and wear 
sidearms, but unlike the police 
radio dispatchers, who have to be 
a minimum of 18, a volunteer can 
* 


become a dispatcher in the 
Reserves as young as 16. Weems 
said they try to maintain three 
dispatchers on the roster at all 
times, but at present only have 
two. 


The Police Reserves is an 


outgrowth of a group of Cor- 
sicana men, about a dozen 
strong, who acquired CB radios 
more than 12 years ago and of- 
fered their volunteer services as 
"storm watchers". 


Weems was one of that dozen or 


so men, and he recalls that "we 
were 
interested 
in 
doing 


something of service and in- 
terested in buying our, own 
Citizen Band radios, so we just 
organized to watch out for storms 
when there were reports of 
severe weather. We would go out 
all through the county watching 
the skies and reporting any bad 
clouds or threatening storms 
back to the police depaitment." 


This same group became the 


nucleus of still another com- 
panion volunteer organization, 
the Corsicana Emergency Corps, 
which originated when citizens 
were called on in flood rescue or 
dragging nearby lakes and 
streams for drowning victims. 
Today, every Police Reserve is a 
dual CEC member. Belonging to 
CEC is not of itself qualification 
for being accepted in the 
Reserves.

FAIRFIELD-A new radio 


communication system for the 
county, the county-wide crisis 
involving the indiscriminate 
dumping of garbage and a new 
clothes dryer for the jail were the 
main topics for action Monday by 
the Freestone County Com- 
missioner's Court. 


The communication system, 


the Freestone County Regional 
Radio System, is a joint project of

Since the equipment is being 
purchased through the Heart of 
Texas Council of Governments in 
cooperation with seven other 
counties, the money spent by 
Freestone County will purchase 
$42,225.29 worth of equipment. 


The amount to be paid for by

$5,488.68, which leaves $210 in the 
radio system fund of the budget

Pickens, who is in charge of the 
maintenance of this road, said 
that he is powerless to prevent 
such dumpings though he and his 
crews have removed the debris 
from the road on numerous oc- 
casions. Furthermore, Pickens 
related that "no dumping" sign 
which he has placed along this 
road have been stolen and the 
dumping continued. 


Other commissioners agreed, 


with Pickens that this in- 
discriminate dumping is a 
county-wide problem and that 
some action should be taken to 
deter it in the future. One possible 
suggestion broght forth was the 
location within the county of 
several dumping grounds to be 
open for public use. A more 
immediate decision by the group 
was their agreement to pursue 
the prosecution of anyone caught 
dumping garbage of any kind 
within the county. 


To help alleviate this problem, 


the commissioners called on 
citizens to shoulder their civic 
responsibility and to file charges 
on people they see damaging 
public property. To strengthen 
their stand, the court went on 
record that it would enforce the 


law to the best of its ability in- 
cluding the 
notifying of the 


sheriff that the court will stand 
behind him in any cases he brings 
forth. 


Concerning 
the 
sheriff's 


department, the commissioners 
approved the bid of Western Auto 
for a General Electric heavy duty 
clothes dryer to be placed in the 
county jail. The bid was for 
$139.95 plus installation, which 
was estimated to be about $20. 


In other court action, the 


commissioners voted to refund 
the money paid to the County 
Judge's salary fund since 1966 
which came from a county tax on 
inheritance. This inheritance tax 
was repealed state-wide in '66, 
but Freeston County received no 
notification until an out-of-county 
attorney balked when asked to 
pay the fee.

and $178.67 to Hugh Reed, Jr., a 
local attorney involved with 13 
cases.
